inftances, wherein he thinks it has been 
attended with the worft confequences.

Hen the French entered this fine 

country, they found it inhabited 
by a great number of different nations: 
] will only mention the moft confider- 
able, which are, the Pafcagoulas, the 
Oumas, the Toricas, the Natthez, the 
Tchatcas, the Chicachas, the Tin/as, the 
Natftoches, the Adiais, the Affinais, the 
Alkanas, the Cadodaguious, the Yazous, 
and the Tchetimad&cbas.——TY he Oumas 
and Tonicas being in the neighbourhood 
of New Orleans, are reduced to a vety 
few familiés, by the immoderate ufe of 
brandy, which they found means to 
procure in fpite of ‘all the precautions

Their manners and cuf- 
toms are pretty much the fame. -The 
character therefore of the Natchex, who 
area great people with whom I lived 7 
years, and am beft acquainted, may ferve 
for that of all the ret. 

The Natchez, as well as all the other 
natives of Louifiana, have very regular 


C features, and are firong and well made, 


and in general tal]. They live to a very 
advanced age, and, in their old age,are 
not very infirm: To this the plainnefs 
of their diet,their fobriety,their exercife, 
. the falubrity of the air, and the wifdom 
of their phyficians, who. content them- 
the fick, and never 
eed,do not a little contribute. Their 
women differ in this from theEuropeans, 
that they have double breafts; i..¢. in 
the.midft of each breaft there rifes a- 
nother {mall one, about 4 inches broad, 
with a very long nipple. 
The Natchez are of a very .mild and 


E humane difpofition, when one gives 


them no caufe.of diftruft.or difcontent. 
They love infruétion, and it is mare 
the fault of the Eropeans than theixs, 
that they are not better civilized. They 
are grave.and prudent, enemies to ly- 
ing, faithful in their pramiles, of few 
words, never the firft todo injuries to 
others, and never forgetting the injuries 
done to them. Their language is not 
copious, their ftile, or manner of ex- 
prefling themfelves is very figurative, 
and like that of the Orientals. i 
~ “Phe men ‘build the cottages, hunt, 


.go to war, make their bows and ar- 
G rows, and prepare the ground for the 


feed; all other work and bufinefs what- 
ever falls to the lot of the women. 
The women fow the feed and get in the 
harveft, they make befkets, mats, and 
all other houfhold furniture, they pre- 
pare food for. the family, they make all 
pieces of ftuffs and ornaments ufed by 
way of apparel.

with much difficulty. I ingratiated my- 
felf greatly with the chiefs of the nati- 
on, and received confiderable prefents 
from them, for giving them} and fhew- 
ing them the ufe of aconvex >lens, ‘by 
means whereof *they: would: ‘always 
have it in their power, immediately, 
and eafily, to renew the facred fire : 
Nothing could equal their joy and fur- 
prize upon feeing theeffeét of the glafs. 

The men do not all goto war: The 
warriors are a particular-clafs, properly 


~ the defcendants of an old man be ever B educated : They are not brave, but aét 


fo numerous, they all live together and 
are fubjeét to him, his power over them 
is ablotute. and all his commands reve- 
renced and punétually obey’d. 

The men feldom marry till they have 
attained the age of 25: nor are any 
marriages celebrated without the con- 
fent and concurrence of the old men, 
who are the heads of the refpective 
families: the bridegroom inftead of 
receiving a portion with the bride, al- 
‘ ways makes a prefent to her father. 

‘As foon as a° child is born, both the 
‘mother and child are wafhed in river 
or {pring water: a few days after, the 
child is rubbed with bears oi! ; this unc- 
tion, together with their continual ex- 

ofure to the heat of the fun (for both 
exes go quite naked till they are 12 
+ years old) gives a red ‘colour to their 
fkin, which is as white as ours when 
they are born, that no time’ can efface. 
Their cradles are-very light and made 
of reeds, and ‘inftead of rocking them 
as we do, they ‘flide them’ backwards 
and forwards upon two large canes 
whereon they are placed. 

The nation of the Natchez confifts of 
nobles and common people. The high- 
eft rank of the nobles are called Suns ; 
they are a different race and do not 
mix with the reft 6f the people: When 
one of thefe Suns ‘dies, not only his 
wives, but alfo a confiderable’ number 
of the common ‘people are ‘ftrangled 
and buried along with hitn: 

They have atemple’ wherein is kept 


againft their enemies chiefly by ftrata- 
em and furprize, and feldom engage 
airly. ‘The principal warriors, and 
women of diftin€tion, mark their fkins 
with the figures of animals. This they 
do by pricking out the defigned figure 
upon their fkins, with a fharp-pointed 
inftrument, and then rubbing coal duft 
into the punctures, by this means. the 
fine coal duft enters the fkin, and the 
figure can never be effaced.,

Experiments alone 

muft fettle the controverfy ; and birds, 

I think, for many reafons, are, of all a- 

nimal {ubjeéts, by far the.properelt-to 
try them upon. 

The ftruéture of the ftomach in 
birds, is as various as their outward 
form. In fomeitis very fiefhy, thick, 
and of a clofe texture, called gizards ; 
others ‘very thin, thongh .of a much 
larger capacity, in proportion to the 
body, being a fort of membranous 
pouch: ‘In bine, the. ftomach is par- 
tition’d ‘into gizard, and membrane ; 


what they call, The fatred tnd eternal G'and-leftly’ in others it is all over of a 


Fire : This fire was originally kindled 
by the rays of the fan, “and _fsfed' with 
wood ftripped of the bark.’ "The’Suns 
alone are permitted to enter this ‘tem- 
ple: All their religious worfhip feems 
to confift in pesipiee and keeping up 
this fire, and nine officers are appoint- 
ed for that purpofe. If by negieét, or 


any accident, this fire is extinguifhed, 
it is looked upon asa fign of fome 
great impending calamity, nor can they 
rekindle it till after a long time, and 





middle texture and thicknefs, bezween 
the one and the other.

Hollow parti- 
cles of glafs, which they gave to chick- 
ens, ducks, and turkeys, were found 
reduced to a fine powder. 
Valifrieri famous for a multitude of fine 
eee in — i. ye ever 
ready to oppofe ular > prejudices, 
could not wk firiehen in fhele facts. 
He looked upon the refemblance. be- 
tween a ftomach anda mill as. chime- 
rical : He could not but think, with a 
great many cthers, that a ftomach thus 
capable. of grinding corn, muft -alfo 
grind itfelf away. He confidered the 
reduétion of glafs to powder as the ef- 
feét of a powerful diffolvent, and found 
proofs thereof in the ftomach of an o-

’ fingle tube whofe folidity had been 
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proof -againft the force that attack’d 
it. That. which. had. fuffered the 
leaft was grooved from end to end on 
two oppofite fides ; moit of the reft 
were -abfolutely flatted, and fome. of 
them in part unrolled?; the little plates 


However A that had been firmly foldered to their ; 


ends, were forced away, fome of them 
being driven into the tubes, and others 
pufh’d outwards. 
What a mighty refiftance muft the 
izard have been able to overcome in 
attening thefe tubes, and producing 


B the other remarkable alterations in their 


figure? The refult of fome different 
tryals I made upon the like tubes, may 
ferve in fome meafure to convey fome 
ideaof it: Several of thefe, for inftance, 
I fqueezed between the cheeks of a 
vice, by hanging weights on the end 


itrich, which he judged inconteftable. ¢ of the handle; and it required about 


J thal] name one in particular ; he there 
met with bits of glafs perforated with 
a vaft number. of holes more minute 
than thofe of the fineft filver wire plates. 

Having myfelf experienced howea- 
fily {mall glais beads of various fizes 
and fhapes were powdered, without at 
ail excoriating the gizard; I caufed 
chickens, ducks, and turkeys to {wal- 
low fhort tubes of glafs, which were a- 
bout five lines in length, and»4 in dia- 
meter, of which the bore was abouttwo 
lines. Thefe, after the death of the 
fowls, I found no longer to retain their 
former fhape, for they” were all {plit a- 
funder Jengthwife. ‘They had-refifted 
the preffure which aéted upon them in- 


wards, from without, which mult have ° 


been prodigious to have broken them ; 
but they yielded to that from within, 
outwards ; for it is certain that their 
{plitting was the effect of the preffure 
of fome {mall ftones acting as. wedges 
againft their extremities. No diflolvent 

vy any conceivable action upon a tube, 
could have divided it into two nearly 
equa} parts. 

I then gota parcel of tin tubes made, 
whofe fmal] diameter render’d them ca- 
pable of fuftaining much ftronger .ef- 
torts, the diameters of their:/hollow 


being, at moft, but a line and 4 quar. ° 


ters; and, to add to their tirength, 
they were cover'd a line and an half 
thick with folder, which alfo clofed up 
their orifices ; they were about feven 
lines long: I cauled a turkey to {wal- 


low’one of them; to another I gave 
two ; and toa third fix at once. When 
I opened thefe birds, twenty four hours, 
aod two°days after, I coud not find a 





437 pounds to flatten themas the gizard 
had done. 

A large nut with its fhell is eafily 
ground to.pieces in a turkey’s gtzard ; 
and the recipe for fattening them by 
giving them ,one or two a day, is not 


D 10 ridiculous ‘as may at firft appear. I 


have carried.the point {fo far as to 
force four and twenty large ones into 
a turkey’s craw at once, where they 
might be heard to rattle, upon filliping 
the neck on the outfide; next morning 
they were all gone, having underwent 
the operation of grinding,in the gizard. 
But notwithfianding this amazing 
force which the gizard exerts,in grind- 
ing the aliment it receives, does it not 
require the affiftance of a. diffolvent ? 
And is not fuch a one actually to be 
found there ?—The force of the gizard, . 
great as it is, has its limits; and I 
have caft lead in moulds, whole fhape 
it could not alter., Into one leaden 
tube, left open at each end, I introdu- 
ced a grain of raw barley, with its 
hufk on;into another a grain of the ° 
fame-hufked, and into a third a grain 
boil'd till it -was ready to crack. “Thefe 
tubes continued at leaft twenty four 
hours, and: fomeitimes double that {pace, 
in a turkey’s gizard ; and the experi- 
ment.,was : repeated divers times :——. 
The -grain, whether raw and in its 
hufk, or without the hufk, or boiled, 
perteétly retain’d its figure and folidity, 
without any fenfible alteration, except 


‘perhaps a little {welling, Tuch as it 
1 would have 


acquired in any moift 
place.

every. man who is. borne to the grave . 


{wallow fevera] leaden tubes, im each 
of which was a bit of: raw beef or 
veal, of the fize of abarly corn. When 
thefe tubes were taken out of the giz- 
ard, feveral hours after, the bits of ilefh 
extracted from them, were found no 
ways. altered cither in {mell, confilt- 
ence, weight, or colour. 

It is therefore fairly demonftrated, 
that if the aliment were not commins- 
ted in the gizard, by grinding, it weuld 
not be digefted ; fince no diflolvent ex- 
ifts there, capable of dividing it; and 
that the comminution it undergoes in 
the gizard, equal at leaft to that of corn 
in a mill, is entirely owing to the.ac- 
tion of that viicus. I do not howe- 
ver imagine that a fimple crituration of 
aliments, like corn miied, is a perfect 
digeftion: To that, I ihink, a feafoning 
of certain liquids is requifite; but I have 
not now time to explain my_ idea, 
much lefs to-recite the faéts on which 
it isfounded: nor have I leifure to 
remove the principal difficulty that has 
been oppos'd to trituration, namely, 
that a dtomach which:can divide ex- 
ceeding hard fubitances, muit deitroy 
itlelf ; nor to explain the: nature of 
the feeming callous membrane which 
lines the gizard ; nor even to fay any 
thing of the gizard of a fpecies of Jn- 
dian pigeons, arm’d with two mills, 
thought to be ftone, but are really hard 
horn. I haften therefore to the ex- 

eriments I have made on the mem- 

ranous ftomachs of birds, of a tex- 

ture differing in all refpects from that 

of gizards. pe REaAumurR.

But this is.only one of the innume- 
rable artifices practifed in the univerfal 
con{piracy of. mankind againft them- 


felves: every ageand every condition | 


pindulges fome carling fallacy; every 
man amufes himfelf. with projeéts 


which he knows to be improbable, and . 


which, therefore, he refoives to perfue 
without daring to examine them. 
Whatever any man ardently defires, 
he very readily believes that he fhall 
fome time attain: he whofe intempe- 


C rance has overwhelmed him with dif- 


eafes, while he languifhes in the {pring, 
expects vigour and recovery from the 
fummer fun 4 and while he melts away 
in the fummer, transfers his hopes to 
the froits of winter : he that gazes upon 
elegance or pleafure, which want of 


money hinders him from imitating or. 


partaking, comforts himfelf that the 
time of diftrefs will foon be at an end, 
and that every day brings him nearer to 
a ftate of happinefs; though he knows 
it has pafled not only without acquifi- 
tion ef advantage, but perhaps without 
endeavours after it, in the formation of 


E {chemes that cannot be executed, and 


in the contemplation of profpects 
which cannot be approached. 

Such is the general dream in which 
we all flumber out our time; every 
man-thinks the day coming, in which 
he fhall be gratified with all his withes, 
in which he fhall leave all thofe compe- 


F titors behind, who are now rejoicing 


like himfelf in the expectation of victo- 
ry; the day is always coming to the 
fervile in which they thal! be powerful, 
to the obscure in. which they thall be e- 
minent, and to the deformed in which 
they. fhalk. be: beautiful. 


If, any: of my readers has looked. 


with fo little attention on the world a- 
bout him: as to imagine this reprefenta- 
tion, exaggerated beyond probability,. 
let him reflect a little upon his own 
life; let him confider what were his 
hopes and. profpects en years ago, and 
what addiiions he then expeéted ro be 
H made by ten years to his happinefs: 
thofe years are now elapfed ; have they 
made good the promife that was. ex- 
torted from them, have they advanced 
his fortune, enlarged his knowledge, 
or 
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or reformed his conduct to the degree 


that was once expeéted? I am afraid: 


every man tbat recolleéts his hopes, 
mutt confefs his difappointment; and 
own, that day has glided unprofitably 
after day, and he is ftill at the fame 
diftance from the point of happinefs. 

With what: confolations can thofe 
who have thus mifcarried in their chief 
defign, elude the memory of their ill 
fuccefs? With what amufements can 
they pacify their difcontent, after the 
lofs of fo large a portion of life? They 
can give themfelves up again to the 
fame delufions, they can form new 
f{chemes of airy gratifications and fix 
another period of felicity; they can a- 
gain refolve to truft the promife which 
they know will be broken, they can 
walk in acircle with their eyes fhut,and 
perfuade themfelves to think that they 
go forward. } 

Of every great and complicated e- 
vent, part depends upon caufes out of 
our power, and part muft be effected 
by vigour and perfeverance : with re- 
gard to that which is ftiled: incommon 
Janguage the. work of chance, men 
will always find reafons for confidence 
or diftruft, according to their different 
tempers or inclinations ; and he that 
has been Jong ac¢uftomed to pleafe him- 
felf with poffibilities of fortuitous hap- 
pinefs will not eafily or willingly be 
reclaimed from his miftake: but the 
effects of human induftry and fkill are 
more eafily fubjected to. calculation ; 
whatever can be completed: in a year, 
is divifible to parts, of which each 
may be performed in the compas of a 
day ; he, therefore, that has paffed the 
day without attention to the tafk affign- 
ed him, may be certain that the lapfe 
of life has brought him no nearer to 
his object ; for, whatever idlenefs may 
expect from time, its produce will be 
only in proportion to the diligence 
with which it has been ufed. He that 
floats lazily down the ftream, in per- 
fuit of fomething borne along by the 
fame ‘current, will find himfelf indeed 
move forward ; but unlefs he lays his 
hand to the ear,and increafes his {peed, 
by his own labour, muft be always at 
the fame diflance from that which he 
is following. 

There have happened in every age 
fome contingencies of unexpecied and 
undeferved firccefs, by which thole 
who are determined to believe what- 
ever favours their inclinations, have 
been encouraged to delight themfelves 
with future advantages ; they fupport 
confidence by confiderations, of which 
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F not fudden] 
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the.only proper ufe is to. chaee away 
defpair: it is equally abfurd to fit down: 
in idlenefs, bécaule-fomeé have’ been 


enriched, without labour; as-to leapa 


precipice, becaufe fome have fallen and 
efcaped with life; or to put to-fea ina 
*“ftorm, becaufé fome have been driven 
froma wreck upon the coaft to which 
they were bound. 

We are all ready to confefs, that be- 
lief ought to be proportion’d to evi- 
dence or probability: let any man, 
therefore, compare the number of thofe 
who have been thus favoured by for- 
tune, and of thofe whovhave failed of 
their expectations ; and he: will eafily 
determine, with what juftnefs he has 
regiftered himfelf in the lucky cata- 
logue. 

But there is no need on thefe occa- 


C fions for deep inquiries or laborious 


calculations; there is a far eafier me- 
thod of diftinguifhing the hopes of 
folly from thofe of reafon, of finding 
the difference between profpeéts that 
exift before the eyes, and thofe: that 
are only painted on a fond imagination. 
Tom Drowfy had accuftomed himfelf 


D to compute the profit of a darling pro- 


ject, till he had no longer any doubt 
of its fuccefs ; it was at laft matured by: 
clofe -confideration, all the. meafures 
were accurately adjufied, and he want- 
ed only five hundred pounds to be- 
comé mafter of a fortune that might be 
envied by adire€tor of a trading com- 
‘pany. ‘Yom was gencrous and grateful 
and was refolved to recompenfe this. 
{nall afiftance with an ample fortune: 
he, therefore, deliberated, for atime, 
to whom amongit his friends he fhould. 
declare his. necefiities ; not that he faf- 
pected arefulal, but, becaufe he could 
determine which of, them 
‘would make the beft ufe of riches, 
and was, therefore, ri 

favour. -At laft his‘c 
and knowing thatin ordér to borrow 
he muit fhew the probability of repay- 
ment, ‘he’ prepared for a minute and

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To this teft let every man bring his 
imaginations, before they have been 
too long ‘prédominant in his mind ; 
whatever is true will bear to be rela- 
ted, whatever is rational will endute to 
be explained : but when we delight to 
brood in fecret over future happinefs, 
and filently to employ our meditations 
upon fchemes of witich we are con- 
fcious that the bare mention would ex- 

fe us to derifion and contempt; we 

ould then remember, that we are 
cheating ourfelves by voluntary delu- 
fions; and giving up to the unreal 
mockeries of* fancy, thofe hours in 
which folid advantages. might be at- 
tained by fober thought and rational 
afiduity. 

There is, indeed, fo little certainty 
in human affairs, that the maft cautious 
and fevere examiner may be allowed 
to indalge fome hopes, which he can- 
not prove to be much favoured by pro- 
bability; fince after his utmoft endea- 
vours to afcertain events, he muft of- 
ten leave the iilué inthe hands of 
chance: and fo fcanty is our prefent 
allowance of happinefs, that, inmany 
fitvations,life could {earcely' be fupport- 
ed, if hope were not allowed’ to re- 
Tieve the prefent hour by pleafure bor- 
rowed from: futurity ;’ and reanimate 
the langour of deje€tion to new efforts, 
by pointing to diftant regions of feli- 
city, which yet no refolation or perfe- 
verance fhall ever reach. 

But thefe, like all ‘other cordials, 
though they may invigorate in a {mall 
quantity, intoxicate in a greater; thefe 
pleafures like the reft, are lawful only 
in certain circumftances, and to certain 
degrees ; they may be ufeful in a due 
fabferviency to nobler purpofes, but 
become dangerous and’ de 
when once they gain the afcendant in 
the heart: to footh the mind to tran- 
quillity by hope, éven’ when that hope 
is likely to deceive us, may be fome- 
times ufeful; but to Jul? our faculties in 
2 lethargy, is poor and°defpicable. 

Vices and errors ‘ave differently mo- 
dified, according” te thé “ftate “of the 
minds to which they @re" incident: to 
indulge hope beyond’ the warrant of 
reafon, is the failure alike of mean and 
elevated underftandings ; -bu¢t its foun- 
Gation and its effeéts are’ totally differ- 

ent: the man of high courage and creat 
abilities is apt to place too much con- 
fidence in himfelf, and to expe& from 
a Vigorous exertion of his powers 
mrore than fpirit or diligence can attain ; 
between him and his wifh-he fees ob-

ftacles indeed, but he expects to over- 
leap or break them; his miftaken ar- 
dou? hurries him forward ; and though

# Reply to Lord Hervey, 
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is no génius ; it is fomething. paflve, 
as the word implies, in’ which fenfe it 
has ever been ufed by all good writers 
and {hould. mean no more than a faculty 


taining ideas ; it-has nothing to. do with 
the difpofing of them afterwards. I[t 
is invention, and that alone which de- 
ferves the name genius. A tall faculty 
of the inteled, (if 1 may be pardoned 
the expreflion) which looks around on 
every fide, finds out all that has any 
native relation to the object we con- 
template, perceives relations which are 
not obvious to others, and from their 
connexions can infer certain truths and 
diftant conclufions. It is alfo manifeft, 
that there are many fubjeéts of fludy 
and inquiry, where noigenius can be 
exerted. In hiftory there can be none, 
unlefs we read romance; and all im- 
provements on the hints ‘and inventions 
of others muft be excluded from all 
pretence to the diftinétion. But there 
is.a genius in a bey (I don’t mean the 
faculty of phyfick) in mechanicks, in 
poetry and government; and, I think 
in nothing elfe. Of the. firft, were 

lecuton, Bacon, Boyle ; in poetry, Dry- 
din, Milton, and Shake/pear ; in mecha- 
nicks, friar Bacon ; with the inventors 
of gun-powder, printing, Gr. if in- 
deed they did not ftumble on the dif- 
coveries. But where to place Lord 
Bolingbroke { know not. If there were 
any fuch thing as a genius. in_ religion, 
Ithink I fhould place him there pre- 
ferably. to any other of. my acquaint- 
ance; for he was equal to the inventing 
of anew one, which (to. ufe a fafhiona- 
ble phrafe) fhould beat every other re- 
ligion quite Follow, and. double difiance 
both Hobbs and Tindall. 

The inveators of laws for the fup- 
port of order and equal happinefs among 
men, together with the founders of 
ftates and_kingdoms, -haye been ho- 
noured with the title more defervediy 
than any; but to rank his Jordfhip in 
this clais were to burlefgue him who 
has avowed and proved, a difpbition 
to unhinge ‘all laws, and confound all 
kingdoms, more efpecially his, own, 
provided it might happen after his own 
times. 

From fhis digreflion (if it be one) 
Jet us proceed to confider his /efters on 
the ufe of hiffory, 1 don’t mean to 
tduch what the authors IJ firft named 
have handled fo well, and who have 
extremely well expofed his falfe reafon- 
jug, and fuperficial learning; but I 
would try to find out, what were the 
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catifes of the great reputation. of. thefe 
letters, and the wonder they éccafioned

of their author. They exhibit nothing,
